Minority Musicians Denied Tenure

The obstruction of artistic jus- 
tice is again filling the ear. Last 
week，the San Francisco Sym- 
phony Association and music di- 
rector Seijji Ozawa upheld a con- 
troversSial decision te deny tenure 
to Principal bassoonist Ryohei 
Nakagawa and timpanist 卫 layne 
Jones. 

Approximately two years ago， 
both Nakagawa and Jones，Pper- 
sonally selected for their artistic 
Skill by Ozawa，joined the sym- 
phony after signing biennial con- 
tracts which expired last month . 
In May 1974，a seven-man Or- 
chestra players” committee voted 
Secretly hot to renew their con- 
tracts，lending food for unprece- 
dented outrage and indignation 
among critics， orchestras and 
Imusic lovers across the country. 

Observers Saw the decision as a 
players' revolt against the perfec- 
tionist Ozawa, who had spoken of 
demoting several veteran prIinci- 
pal players. Ozawa himselt im- 
mediately indicated his displeas- 
ure with the committee "sruling 
and his desire to retain the two 
Virtuoso players，His ability to 
intervene，however，was limited 
insofar as both Jones and Naka- 
gawa failed to receive more than 
the 50 percentage points needed 
in _ efficiency ratings for any acC- 
tion on hls part.

A class _ action suit was filed 
August 28 by attorneys Ronald 
Wong and David Moon of Neigh- 
borhood Legal Assistance 上 Foun- 
dation against Superintendent of 
Schools Steven Morena and the 
Board of Education on behalf of 
all tenth graders assigned to 
schools_ outside their neighbor- 
hoods. The suit alleged violations 
of civil rights in :that the inte- 
gration plan placed the burden of 
busing on black and Chinese stu- 
dents ( 卫 /W 9/47/74). 

Whether the suit is a “class 
action”suit has been taken under 
submission by Judge Williams. 
At the hearing friday，Deputy 
City Attorney George 及 rueger 
said that about two-thirds of the 
545 tenth graders to be bused 
had been granted Temporary At- 
tendance Permits (TAPs). 

DISPENSATIONS 

Since the majority of the 545 
students _ already had dispensa- 
tions, Judge Williams denied the 
request for an injunction and di- 
rected the school attorney to 
bring the permit procedures to 
everyone s attention .

In effect，they 
stressed that if meaningful bilin- 
gualeducation is not provided for 
their children，their children 
would not attend school. 

Thus, faced with bad publicity 
and a loss of revenue, the.board 
moved unanimously to defreeze 
the ice from the 36 positions， 让 
that were legally possible. Two 
days later，district legal coun- 
selor Leroy Cannon said 让 was. 

The positions, negotiated in an 
agreement with the teachers、 
union last spring，were held up 
pending resolution of a tax- 
payer'Ss lawsuit，The suit con- 
tends that salary raises granted 
as _ the result of the teachers” 
strike are legal. 

However，since the teachers 
are expected to be hired at the 
1973-74 salary schedule and since 
their salaries are already includ- 
ed in the district s budget，Can- 
non advised Superintendent Ste- 
ven Morena to“proceed immedi- 
ately”with the hiring. 

A spokesperson for Morena 
said that the bilingual instructors 
cannot be hired until the district 
determines how many children 
are enrolled at each school.

SFUSD: GET WITH IT'! 


January 22, 1974, signaled a day of new hope for thousands 
of limited- or non-English-speaking students throughout the 
country. Im a 9-0 decision，the Supreme Court mandated 
school districts to provide special instruction for them in order 
to provide equal access to educational opportunities. The 
judges ruled that merely providing the same facilities，text- 
books, teachers, and curriculum does not provide equajlity of 
treatment,“for students who do not understand English are 
eftectively foreclosed from any meaningful education. 

Ten months later， that ray of hope has dwindled into a 
morass of inaction, insensitivity, and hot air from the Board of 
Education andthe ineffective administrators at 135 Van Ness， 
held as the vanguard for the implementation of the Zav deci- 
Sion . 

At Galileo High School, more than 250 students signed up 
for bilingual instruction for this fall semester. Although they 
registered last spring and although the school district had an 
entire Summer to make necessary arrangements for the 
classes，no-bjlingual teachers were assigned to serve these 
students when school opened on September 4. 

And then ittookthe threat of a boycott to spur the first move 
towards the hiring of 26 bilingual teachers whose clearance 
could have been gotten weeks before school started. 

A loss of precious time and opportunity at this stage is no 
longer merely something to be lamented or frowned upon. It is 
-an atrocity to be denounced. 汪 

We denounce the district s inaction which contimnues to 
usurp meaning in education for our children，and we de- 
nounce irresponsibilities which have only perpetuated dis- 
crimination against us. We no longer ask，but demand,， that 
the district assume a more active and responslble role in pro- 
viding quajlity education for our students. 


STARTING SCHOOL ON THE WRONG FEFOOT 


School began this month，as did the implementation of the 
San Francisco school district's integration plan for the secon- 
dary levels. As expected,“Operation Integrate，a plan that 
outwardly discriminates against black and Chinese students 
by placing the burden of busing on their shoulders, failed in 
its attempt to integrate the seventh， eighth，ninth and tenth 
grades. Students either entered private schools or applied for 
transfer permits，which were granted readily by the school 
district for some strange reason . 

We blame the Board of Education for adopting such an in- 
equitable and unworkable plan. To those parents who realized 
this and who then proceeded to work hard to stop and change 
the plan go our commendations. But to those parents who 
went so far as to purchase“car sickness” reports 位 om China- 
town doctors to avoid integration go our sympathy and strong 
disapproval， What examples are they setting for their chil- 
dren2 What child can ride the school bus and enter into an 
interracial relationship with an open mind knowing that his 
parents are strongly against itin the firstplace: 

As the courts have ruled, integration is long overdue. As 
minorities long excluded from the American mainstream，we 
should be the ones shouting for integration and equal educa- 
tional opportunity for all now. Now is the timeto demand that 


our school officials work with us to find the best integration 
:plan andbesteducation possible for our children.

Nixon Pardon 


Likening the Nixon pardon to 
the_ internment of Japanese 
Americans during World War 世 ， 
the Japanese American Citizens 
League (JACL) recently issued a 
miffed protest against President 
Ford's decision to grant full，free 
and absolute pardon to former 
President Nixon. 一 

JACL, a major Japanese Amer- 
ican civil rights group,， called the 
pardon “a Violation of the prin- 
ciple of equal justice for all citi- 
zens as specified in our Constitu- 
tion.”The position taken by the 
group on the controversial pardon 
was expressed in a statement is-

executive director of JACL. 

_The statement said that JACL 
could not“fully support”Presi- 
dent Ford's decision to pardon 
Richard Nixon because idid not 


bring about an understanding of 


the former President's involve- 
ment in the Watergate affair.

ment said, “is no more just or 


equitable”than the incarceration 
without hearing，appeal，or trial 
of more than 75,000 Japanese 
Americans in 1942: “The Japa- 
nese Americans，like MT. Nixon， 
must live with the stigma of pre- 
sumed guilt，But the Japanese 
Americans，unlike Mr. Nixon，

Fair Focuses On Health Education

Pills, plaque and podiatry were 
just a few of the many subjects 
covered at the first Chinatown 
Health Fair last Sunday in Ports- 
mouth Square. 

Over 25 booths were set up to 
inform, -educate，and demon- 
strate the numerous types of 
health care services available in 
and around the Chinatown area. 

The Health Fair was originally 
initiated by a group of health 
Workers at the Asian Community 
Health Clinic，and eventually re- 
ceived the support of over 40 
other community agencies， The 
purpose of the Fair was to pro- 
mote cooperative working rela- 
tionships among community 
agencies and to help the commu- 
nity learn more about health and 
community heajlth services. 

Every aspect of health care wasS 
represented by booths which 
ranged from audiometry Screen- 
ing to venereal disease, Many of 
the booths utilized actual dem- 
onstrations of preventive tech- 
niques and audio and visual aids， 

HEARTS 

The North East Medical ServV- 
ices“(NEMS) booth had samples 
of actual human hearts. The pur- 
pose of the hearts，according to 
Arlen Hoh，a _ medical student 
working at NEMS，is to show 
what can happen to the heart of a 
person who has high blood pres- 
Sure. 

“The heart becomes enlarged 
andthekidney shrinks，and there 
is a remote Dossibility the person 
may suffer a stroke，” he said . 

Hypertension，which is consis- 
tent high blood pressure，is easy 


to control with the use of pills or 
Special diets such as low salt or 
low fat diets, he addqed; the prob- 
lem is to get people to have their 
blood pressure taken and to listen 
to the advice of the physician . 
The NEMS booth administered 
blood pressure tests as part of its 
demonstration . 

The S.EFE，Dental Hygienist 
booth offered a “tooth trip,” 
which was a demonstration and 
exercise in the proper methods of 
caring for one's gums and teeth. 
Laurelym Borst, a dental hygien- 
ist,， said with proper fossing and 
brushing a person can expect to 
keep his teeth for life. The prime 
concern is the curbing and elimi- 
nation of plaque，a harmful bac- 
teria film which forms on teeth 
and gums and which is often in- 
visible to the naked eye. 

EYE SPECIMENS

plastic baskets adorned with 
colorful artificial flowers and 
dangling tassels，for passers-by 
to admire and children to clamor 
after. 

This year the festival falls on 
September 30. In the Ilunar calen- 
darthis holiday is fixed at the fif- 
teenth of the eighth moon (AAS 司 
-有 汉 JUAsthefiftaenth of every 
lunar month is always the day of 
the full moon, the birthdqay of the 
Augustmoon, also calledthe har- 
vest moon, is the day of the Moon 
Festival and the Harvest Festival， 
when the peasants Worship and 
give thanks to the eartHh gods for 
a plentiful crop and pray for 
abundance in the next harvest 
Season . 

和 FRUITS 
On the miight of the Moon Fes- 


tival, the women set up an altar 


Lable out-of-doors under the 
stars.， The table is decked out 
with five dishes of round fruits 一 
melons and pomegranates，their 
Dumerous seeds alluding to abun- 
dantposterity; apples and grapes 
suggesting fertility; and peaches， 
longevity 一 all symbolizing in 
their shape the moon and family 
unity. Thus the greatest hopes of 
the Chinese family are depicted 
on the altar during this festival of 
fertility 一 longevity and family 
unity- 

Placed at the center of the 

altar，the distinctive offering of 
节 e festival is mooncakes. Piled 
in a Byramid of thirteen，they 
represent the complete Chinese 
year ofthirteen lunar months and 
ihus a complete circle of happi- 
ness. These cakes are made of 
grayish flour with various kinds 
of fllings such as lotus seed 
paste, black bean paste, or melon 
paste, with one or two Salted-egg 
yolks in the center. Others are 
filled with all kinds of spices， 
nuts and sugar,，and still others 
with meats such as ham and . 
chieken . 
” Mooncakes have played their 
和 art in the scenes of history In 
the fourteenth century， China 
Was Condquered by the Mongols 
and had to suffer their rule 
during the period known as the 
Yuan Dynasty.， The conquerors 
had billeted one of their own men 
iD every household,，making con- 
5rOl compjlete in every level of 
life. This network of spies was as 
Successful as it was unbearable， 
and conspired revolt was impos- 
sible until someone hit upon the 
idea of writing a secret message 
on httle paper squares and stick: 
img them in mooncakes. 

The cakes were sent from 
neighbor to neighbor and friend 
to friend carrying the order for an 
Uprising en masse at midnight. 
The peopjle rose to the call armed 
with nothing but kitchen cleavers 
and hatred for their oppressors. 
The surprise _ attack succeeded 
and the revolt led ultimately to 
the complete overthrow of the 
foreign dynasty. In remembrance 


of this dqeliverance 从 om oppres- 
Sion，the custom of presenting 
friends and neighbors with moon- 
cakes is still observed todqay. 
MOON-VIEWING 

As the moon rises in the dark 
heavens and reaches its' zenith， 
two candqles are lighted on the 
altar and :bundles of incense 
Sticks are set burning in the urn. 
As the ethereal smoke winds its 
way heavenward，the women of 
the house，in order of rank and 
age，approach the altar one by 
one and make their bowsin honor 
of the moon. At the conclusion of 
the ceremonial ritual men and 
Women join together in the fes- 
fivyities of a moon-viewing p 生 坟 
tollowed by amidnight feast. 


As in many cultures the moon 
js$S connected with love and ro- 
mance. The Chinese believe in 


theOld Man inthe Moon (月 的 ) 


who joins couples together in 
matrimony，tying the marriage 
knot with a red cord which will 
bind them for life. _ Those who 
are tempted to meddlje with fate 
may be persuaded from their 
tutile eftorts by the following 
Tang dqyaasty ljegend:” 

It is written that a certain youth 
named Wei Ku (性 因 |)， when 
traveling, saw an old man sitting 
by the roadside perusing a book 
in the moonlight. To Wei's polite 
inquiries，the old man replied， 
“This ls the book of marriage 
fates of those on earth.” 

Then，Pproducing a _ red cord 
from a bag at his side econz 
UrueaQa,， With this Ttiethe feet of 
men and maidens whom fate de- 
crees to be joined together. 

Just then a vegetable peddler 
passed into their view and the old 
man pointed，saying，“Look， 
young man，yonder is the father 
of your futurebride.” 

HIRED KILLER 

Horrified at learning that he 
was bound to marry a person of 
such low descent，Wei decided to 
savehimself from his ignoble fate 
by having the girl done away 
with. The hired killer，however， 
was not a thorough man and suc- 
eeeded only in scratching the girl 
Over the eyeprow. Fourteen years 
jater and in another province， 
when he had become a high dffi- 
cial，Wei decided to marry a girl 


of good family whom he thought 


an excellent choice. 

On the night ofthe wedding, he 
jifted the veil of his bride in the 
nuptial chamber and discovered 
that she had a scar on her fore-, 
head. When he asked about it， 
She told him that she came of a 
poor family by birth and that one 
day a strange man had come and 
tried to kill her， but she had been 
Saved and was later adopted by a 
rich and noble family. So then 
Wei knew that nobody can fight 
thedecisions written down in the 
book ofthe Old Man of the Moon .

A firm 
believer in the adage that a pic- 
ture 1s worth a_ thousand words， 
the priest threw his girdle into 


the air，whereupon it turned into 
abridge by which the sage led his 
SOVvereign to the moon to see for 
himself. 

Upon reaching the moon，the 
Visitors found themselves in a 
land of exquisite enchantment. 
There they saw the Moon Palaces 
radiating an aura of ethereal ljove- 
liness; pagodas of glittering crys- 
tal，capturing and reflecting the 
shades of the rainbow; silver 
pavilions rising in shining tiers 


one above another，enclosed in 


walls of jade and perfumed wood ; 
staircases of agate ljeading 位 om 
terrace to terrace in fairy gardens 
with mysterious flowers and 
strange trees wondrous to be- 
hold. 

There they saw the Moon Hare 
with the mortar grinding out the
